Remarks 

The Office Action mailed December 23, 2004 has been received and reviewed. 
Claims 20-21, 24, 29, 32-33, 36-45, 48-53, and 56-65 having been canceled, and claims 68-87 
having been added, the pending claims are claims 30, 31, 34, 35, 46, 47, 54, 55, and 68-87. 
Applicants reserve the right to prosecute the canceled claims in a continuing application. 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections are respectfully requested. 

New claims 68, 72, 76, 80, 84, and 86 are supported by, for instance, originally 
filed claim 2L New claims 69, 73, 77, 81, 85, and 87 are supported by the specification at, for 
instance, page 10, lines 27-28. New claims 70-71, 74-75, 78-79, and 82-83 are supported by the 
specification at, for instance, page 11, line 23, through page 12, line 16, 

MtowaMfi subject matter 

Claims 30 and 3 J were considered by the Examiner to be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including alj of the limitations of the base claim. Claims 30 and 31 have been 
amended to include the subject matter of independent claim 29, and claim 29 has been canceled. 
Allowance of claims 30 and 31 is respectfully requested. 

The Examiner is requested to note that the claims rejected in the Office Action 
mailed December 23, 2004, have been canceled. Claims 68-87 have been added, and these 
claims depend from independent claims which are considered to be allowable by the Examiner. 
Further, the new claims are drawn to subject matter presented earlier during prosecution (see, for 
instance, now canceled claims 38, 39, 42, and 43) that the Examiner has already considered. No 
additional search or examination is necessitated by the amendment, nor is any substantial 
amount of additional work required on the part of the Patent Office or the Examiner. 
Accordingly, allowance of the pending claims is respectfully requested. 
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The 35 U.S.C. S102 Rejection 

The Examiner rejected claims 20, 21, 32, 33, 36 t 37, and 42-45 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102 as being anticipated by Rao et al. {Neuron, 19(801-8 1 2)1 997). Applicants respectfully 
maintain the traverse of this rejection. In the interests of furthering prosecution, claims 20, 21, 
32, 33, 36, 37, and 42-45 are canceled, thereby rendering the rejection moot. 

The 35 U.S.C. $103 Rejection 

The Examiner rejected claims 24, 29, 38, 39, 48, 49, 52, 53, 56, 57, and 60-65 
under 35 U.S.C. §103 as being unpatentable over Rao et al. {Neuron, 19(801-812)1997) in view 
of Wang et al. (/WAS, 93(1721-1725) ) 996). Applicants respectfully maintain the traverse of 
this rejection. In the interests of furthering prosecution, claims 24, 29, 38, 39, 48, 49, 52, 53, 56, 
57, and 60-65 arc canceled, thereby rendering the rejection moot. 

The Examiner rejected claims 38-41 , 48-51, 58, 59, 64, 66 and 67 under 35 
U.S.C. §103 as being unpatentable over Rao et al. {Neuron, 19(801-812)1997) in view of Ehlers 
et al. {Science, 269(1734-1737)1995). Applicants respectfully maintain the traverse of this 
rejection. In the interests of furthering prosecution, claims 38-41, 48-51, 58, 59, and 64 are 
canceled, thereby rendering the rejection moot
